A SUDDEN SUMMONS 


J«tk of JI»Jor Sh«,-IJ«i Wait, at Uidvlllf, 


Colo., Tkls 


A telegram was received by Governor 


)glesby to-day from Capt. H. F. Kanan 
t Leadville, Col., announcing the sudden 
calk of Major Sheridan Wait at that 
ilace this morning, from congestion of 
tic stomach. 
The deceased was for a long lime one 


if the most prominent citizens of Deca- 
ur. He was born at Port Edward, New 
York, about Ihe year 1838. 
He received 


a liberal education, and studied under the 
uition of his father, anemincnt lawyer ot 
northern New York. 
He left home in 


850 and traveled extensively in the 
ioutb seeking an inviting location lo 
practice his profession. Not being favor- 
ably impressed with, the South, he came 
o Decatur, Ills., and in 1851 formed a 
co-partnership with the late Judge Emer- 
son in Ihe practice of law. He was the 
Hacon county attorney for the Illinois 
L'cutral Itailroad when the road was con- 
-tructcd through thia section. Before the 
war he formed t. partnership with Kichard 
J. Oglesby, and afterwards the firm took 
in the late Judge Gallngher. For a good 
many years the firm of Gallagher, Wait 
& Oglesby enjoyed a large and lucrative 
practice, which was interrupted by the 
outbreak of the war, in which each look 


part—Oglesby first as a colonel, and 


ifterwuids successively us brigadier and 
uajor general; Gallagher as a captain of 
cavalry, and Wait us a major on the staff 
uf his old partner. After llie. close of the 
wur Major Wait returned to Dccalur, but 
•emaiued here only a few years, going to 
Chicago in 1870, where he has since le- 
aded. He h.td been in I.cadville but a 
few weeks. 


When Major Walt lefl Dccutur he was 


thought to be wealthy, and fur a long 
time after his removal to Cbk'ugohe dealt 
largely in leal estate in that city and iu 
St. I/mis, making n good deal of money

11 speaker. He was a correct and method- 
ical business mini, and bud a gieat deal 
uf prai'lical ability. The only office he 
ever held here, as far as we know now, 
was that of mayor, lo which he was 
elected in 1800, and the duties of which 
he discharged faithfully for the lerui.— 
When den. Oglesby became governor, 
iu ISO.'i, he appointed Major Wait canal 
commissioner, which office be held four 
years. Prior to the war be was a Demo- 
crat iu politics, but since then he has been 
a consistent Bepublican. He was a man 
of many amiable ([uulities, and had hosts 
of friends. He was never married.
